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Wairenine Honses arter Mpars.—It is the
practice with many horsemen to give their horses
no water until they have eaten their allowance
of feed. Coucerning this practice a veterinarian
writes: “A full drink of waler Immedintely
after being fed should never be allowed to horses.
Whmt:&uucmuk_h,mmnehnlkoﬂlm
to the large inteutines, and 'ittle of it is retained
in the stomaehs. In passing through the sto-
mach, however, it carries considernble quantities
of the contzute to where it lodzes in the intes-
tines. If, then, the food of horses” stomachs is

| washed ont befere it Is digested, no noarishment

will be derived from the feed. In Ediunbure,
some old horses were fed with split peas, aud
then supplied with water immediately before be-
ing killed. It was found 4hat the water had

| earried the peas from ffty to sixty feet into the

intestines, where uo digestion took place st all.”

Mr. Cassie is qguite in the views set
forth regurding the i us effects of large
quantities of water swallowed immediately after
eaxting. A small quantity of fluid swallowed
along with or immediately after dry food, bene-
ficially softens it and assists in its subdivision
and digestion. An inordinate supply of water,
or of watery finid, on the other hand, proves in-
jurious. It dilutes undaly the digestive secre-
tions ; it mechanieally earries onward the im-
perfeetly digested food and thus Interferes with
the proper functions of the canal and excites in-
digestion and diarrhea. These untoward effects
are especinlly apt to oceur where horses freely
fed and too liberally watered are shortly put to
tolerably quick work. There is no more jnfalli-
ble method of produelng colie, diarrhea and in-
flammation of the bowls. The horse Is not pect-
liar in this effect ; dogs, and even their masters,
similarly suffer from copious draughts of water

|  VaLve or Svs Froweks.—We would call the
| attention of furmers at this time to the value of
sunflowers as a crop, and enumerste some of
their valoes and wses. In the first place the
| flowers abound in homey, and furnish food for
{ hees. The seeds contain oleaginous matter, and
| yield ofl at the rate of one gallon to the barrel,
which is but little inferior to olive oil. One acre
will produce fifly bushels of seeds. It s also
valuable for food for horses and poultry, it has
been nsed for bread by the American Indians,
and also in Portugal. The Jeaves are excellent
fodder for eattle. The stalk while growing may
[ be utilized as bean poles where they are searce
and diffleult to be obtained, and when dry may
be used as a roofing, or set up against a fence to
form a wind break. They contain a large
amount of potash, and arc excelient for fire
kindling. The seed has also been recommended
for fuel. The reputation of the growing sun-
flower to absorh migsmatie vapors and prevent-
ing fever and agne Is well known.— Bwekeys
Farmer.

Prryrees 15k vor Trees.—Mr. Pratt, super-
intendent of the public grounds at Concord,
Massachuset!s, has for the past three years had
charge of the noble elms which line the streets
of that historic town. He has experimented
carefully with printers’ ink, by applying it in
various ways to the fraoit trees, sometimes di-
rectly to the bark, then by daabing tarred of
paper and winding that around close to the
ground. Fe has found it completely effectual,
aud has been the best success by merely smooth-
ing the rongh bark slightly with a drawing
shave and then spreading the ink directly on the
shaved surfuce. It does not injure the tree, and
Is not anly much fuster put on, but more effea-
cious even there is thar the vse of the tarred or
sheathing paper, for there is then no hiding
Place for the moth.

The slightest contact with the ink is death (o
the insect.  After using the ink upon all trees,
large and small, elm and apple, without asy
paper, and for a period of three years, be sees no
iujurious effect on any tree.

Esurit Wouws 1x Pors.—The common eaith
worm is sometimes quite troublesome to the
plant grower. A friend of Monroe Co., Mo.,
writes: *“‘My house plauts have suffered very
much from earth worms. I tried many things
ana they ouly became more numerous. At last
I put 10 drops of earbolic ucid in a pint of water,
and poured thut on the earth in the pots, and it
acted like a charm, killed all the worws, and the
plants begnn to improve at once. It has been
thres weeks since it was applied,and they are all
in a nice, growing condition, and I think that it
is time enough to show what it will do.”— Fieks
Floral Gwide.

A writer in the Country Gentleman says that
fine wood ashes sprinkled on rose bushes—on the
under side of the leaves as well as on the upper
side—while the dew is on, is sure destruction to
the pestiferous sings. Perhaps as good a way
us noy to destroy them is to go over the buskes
and erush the insects with the fingers.

Srvup Macmise.—The simplest contrivance
is to chain a strong piece of Limber to one side
of the stump by very strang chains hooked'into
the roots, and attach oxen to the other end ;
going about in a cirele will twist the stump out.

To Prevext Motus’ Ravaees.—Hemp when
the blossoms are just opened, i= an infallible
preservative of textile fubries and furs, aguinst
the attacks of moths. The =talk, with leaves
and flowers, is cut when blooming (about July)
and dried in the shade. It is said to preserve lts
properties for several years.

Hoe Cake.—An old fashioned hoe eake is
made with equal parts of milk and water, a little
salt, meal stirred in to make a stick batter, and
baked on a griddle. It is best mode with sonr
milk, soda, and a Iittle shortening.

Warrres.—One pmt cold grits, one egyz, one
pint sweet milk, one teaspoonfnl yeast powder,
oue teaspoonful sngar and a little salt. Beat 1o
asmooth hatter. It makes the nicest wafile ever
tasted.

Arree Furrrers.—Sour milk, one pint ; sal-
eratns, one teaspoon ; flour, 1o muke a batter
not very stiff; six apples pured and cored ; three
eggs. Dissolve the saleratus in the milk, beas
the egzgs and put in, then the fower to make s
soft batter, chop the apples to about the size of
small peas, and mix them well with the batter.
Fryin lard, as you would doughnuts. Eaten
with butter and sugar.

RasruereY ViNgean.—The following receipt
for making this delicious sirup for summer
drinking is the best I have ever tried, and I think
auch of your readers, Mr. Editor, who use other
methods will, after a trial,endorse what I say:—
Put a pound of very fine ripe raspberries In a
bowl, bruise them well, and pour upon them a
quart of the best cider vinegar ; next day strain
the liquor on a pound of fresh ripe ruspberries,
bruise them also, and the following day de the
same, but do not squeeze the froit or it will make
it ferment, only drain the liquor as dry as yon
can from it. The last time puss it through a
canvas bug previously wet with the vinegar, to
prevent waste. Put the juice into a stowe jar,
with a pound of sugar (o every pint of juice ; the
sugir most be broken into lumps ; stir it and
when melted, put the jars into a pan of water:
let it simmer a little and then skim it ; when
cold bottle it. It will be fine und thick when
cold and o most excellent sirap for making a
